States of New-York and Pounsylvania, it will 
bo seen that great hopea can bo uo longor 
built on the spirit and courage of the Mexicans, 
Tho soldiors that have followed Juatez must 
bo to a very largo oxtent demoralized, for we 
rend that the escort who wes to accompany 
Gen, Ortega to Son Luis Potosi, when thoy 
Joarned that he and another General carried 
with them a considerable amount in gold, tried 
to ontassinate him, and succeeded in tho case 
of his companion, Juarez, moreover, cannot 
avoid alienating many of his friends, for he bas 
to subsist on forced loans, and they have to ho 
Jovied from a smaller and emallor portion 
of tho country. That muat creato dissatisfac- 
tion, and drive many of the Moxicans into tho 
camps of the opposition. 

But other, even more disastrous, sfgns mul- 
tiply. It ia reported in our yosterday’a lettor 
from Havonb that Comonfort and Doblado had 
declared their readiness to submit. None have 
ravked higher in tho eateem of tho national 
porty than these two men; if thoy give way, 
is it not probable that their examplo will be 
followed by a considorable portion of the Lib- 
oral party?

EMANCIPATION IN SURINAM, 
On tho Ist of July, the Slaves of Surinam, 
4 Dutch colony ia South America, woro oman- 
cipated in accordance with a law adopted by the 
Legislature of Holland on tho 8th of August, 
1862, with the cordial couction of tho Dutoh 
Government. The slaves of the colony form 
an overwhelming mojority of the totsl popula- 
tion, numbering about 45,000 persone, in an 
aggregate population of 61,000. More than 
one half of the negroes belong to the Moravian 
Church, the missionaries of which Publish in 
the papers of their denomination some intorest- 
ing information on thie important event, aud 
especially, on tho spirit in which the slaves re- 
coived the news of their approaching liborty, 
Tae Rev. Mr. Jango, one of tho oldest and 
most exporieuced missionaries of the colony, 
says

There are nowy, in the different froedmen camps in 
Virginia, 2,000 freedmen and freedwomen. There 
encampment are ull under the direct control of 
Licut,-Col. E, M. Green, Chief Quartermustor, of 
Wasbington. Out of this nambor of frsedmen, ouly 
sboat 90 are able-bodied, the rest being women, 
children, and infirm old mea. Notwithstanding tbia, 
Col. Green fe cultivating with their labor 1,000 acres 
of land, aod they are more than paying tho expootus 
of the Goverument in sustaining them. By uoxt 
week, it is thought, they will be ablo to furnish 
evory hospital with a sopply of fresh vegetables. 
Arrangements ore being wade to omploy them ety 
mecbanical labor, snch us meking buskets, soldier? 
clothing, &c. Experienced colored dram ecrps are 
also being sclected, drilled, und sent into the army. 
Tho frecdmen ar allowed money for all necdful 
delicacies, and when ono is relected by persona in 
the city to bo a eervant, tho person eolecting the 
freedman or woman is compelled to give bonds for 
hiv or bor support for twelve monthe.

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Renewing Strawberry Beds, 


It is cometimes mado un objection to certain kinds 
of strawberries, that after prodneing n few crops 
they die out, and leave the ealtivator witbout a crop 
for (he ensuing year. 

It ia worth rewewbering, howover, that all straw- 
borries beur botter, and’ produco frnit of better 
quulity the second your of planting ont than as uy 
ather period of thier lives, aud it 8 probably on the 
wholo better to baee ono’s calonlations ou renewing 
beds every second year. 

‘Vie 1s wore particularly desirable whera straw- 
berries ara grown in bille—a plan which is now fal 
lowed by most who eek (be beat results, and which 
pian is very liable to be attended by the well-known 
enervatiug elfvets of overbearing. 

Many market growers of the strawberry, whoso 
pecuuiiry iotereets yenerally lead them to tbe most 
profitabla way of raising irait, renew their beds 
every third year, They make 1 pluntution every 
rouson, which, after bexring wo crops, is destroy

Coat ASHES —Yom oxporimenta mado daring 
four years We are aatised that anthricite coal ashes 
are uot as valusles us thoy have gensrally been cone 
sidered for macorial purposes, If pot in a pile, withe 
out any sdmixtare, and exposed to the woather, 
they undergo decomposition, and perhaps attract 
smonis from tbe stmosphero, so that in two years 
plants of varions corts will grow ont of the ash hoap 
hg vigorously 93 cat of a henp o7rich compoot. ‘This 
is quite conviccing (but they have a value to mix 
with compost, or ia soil, particularly if it is clayoyy 
or aa & top-dressing for grass.» Perhaps tho best ase 
that could be mado of coat asbes would be around 
feuit trees. Wo intend to try thom saamulch for 
strawberry beds where the plants are grown in bills, 
by covering tho ground betywoon, one or two inchoa 
dcop, We are quite gure that thoy will not injare 
| any soil when mixed with it, and we advise all whe 
bura coal, not to throw away tho ashes, when thay 
have land upon which they ean 10 applied. Wo 
have found them very conveniont used as a divisor 
of night oil, and beliayo that they help to deodorize 
it also,
